LEGAL NOTES. 


WAGON RIGHTS aT CaR CROSSINGS.—A 
wagon traveling along a street which inter- 
sects another thoroughfare on which are 
street car tracks has equal rights at the 
crossing with passing cars. This rule, 
however, cannot be invoked whete a wagon 
is traveling on the street on which are the 
car tracks, and, in turning out at’ an inter-
